It stands in 
fata! impotence before the enemy. . Tn- 
stead of acting it toy; with the idea of 
peace, instead of martial traditions, tt 
has begun to listen to the base instinet 
of self-praservation, And in the interior 
where is that strong authority for which 
the whole country is pin where is 
that powerful authority which should 
compel every citizen to pay his tribute to 
our dear tnnd?) They tol] us that it will 
come, But so’ far it is not. 

“Where, gentlemen, ig love for our 
country 1?) Where patriotism, and enthu- 
siagm?) We have written the great word, 
* Brotherhuod.’ But we have not written 
it im cur hearts and minds, Class dis- 
sensiun tages among us. Whole classes, - 
who have honoutably fulfilled their duty 
to the country, have heen taken under 
suspivion, And in this way a deep gulf 
hag been opened between the two parts of 
the Russian army, the officers and the 
soldiers. We are concerned, in the main, 
each with his own interests. There is 
corn, but the army has not enough to 
eat and our horses are starvi The 
new cra has come. But where.is inspira. 
tion? Where tho fresh impulse of 4 
nation that has attained. the great bless- 
ings of mankind?) And at’such a moment 
the first conference of officers of the 
Russian Army has assembled. There 
could not be a mote suitable moment for 
the introduction of unity into the, Army 
with the object of discovering how we can 
inspire our hearts with enthusiasm, for 
without onthusinsm there will be no 
victory, without victory no salvation, no 
Russia. That is really why I welcome 
you to’ your great and difficult labour. 
It is there that lies the vast and alluring 
problem awaiting your solution—in the 
re-establishment of discipline, in the 
welding together in one whole al! that 
constitutes the Russian Army, in the 
closing of the gulf between officers and 
soldiers, first by bridges, and then by 
Alling jt in altogether. It is not so long 
ago--it seems but yesterday—that officers 
and soldiers marched amicably to beat the 
enemy in friendship and harmony sacri- 
ficing everything, evén that which was 
most dear to them, for the welfare of the 
country. And I believe that the majority 
of the conference sees in that its task. 


Our ideal is to-fuse inte ono harmonius |: 


family. Warm your work with love for 
your country, witn a cordial disposition 
to the soldier. Banish these dissensions 
which have been artificially sown in our 
family, Work, exert yoursolves, and may

Up to the last few days, for example, 
Petrograd had no longer any police or 
gendarmery or public force of any kind; 
nothing but a militia of voluntesrs, 
thinly distributed and powerless, Were 
such uw state of affairs to exist in London 
or Paris or Brussels in the midst of a 
period of revolutionary tension, fright 
tul things would be certain to happen. 

Here there is no such, consequence save 
for a few ‘expropriations ” and a lew 
individual misdeeds, Lenin and his
